The New York office of the se- 
cret service, after days of stalking 
finally arrested a boy who had bills 
in his possession and who said they 
werft-given him to pass. The boy's 
description of the giver led to John 
Purnan, alias Frank Lascero, alias 
Dorainicko Greko. In searching Pur- 
nan's rooms they discovered a re- 
ceipt for a registered package ad- 
dressd to the daughter of Edward 
Westcott, of Chicago, who had been 
in the toils in 1908 and had served 
part of a 10 year sentence for coun- 
terfeiting.

It may have been known among the 


officers that she was couiliig-u blue 
eyed, fair haired girl of eighteen from 
the east named Miss Bell-but the tirst 
we heard of It was when we went to 
the depot as an escort. 


Miss Bell was a regular chatterbox. 


She couldn't uuderstand the wide gulf 
separating officer from private, but in 
ignorance thought a soldier was a sol- 
dier. UD matter whether he carried u 
saber or a »w«»nl 
Being left aloue 


with Sergeant Larklns for a few mo- 
ments while the captain sent off a 
telegram for her. she did not hesitate 
to chatter away as if they had been 
formally introduced and had met be- 
fore, and this action of bers was to 
have a strange ben ring on after 
events. After a couple of days we no- 
ticed'a change In Sergeant Larkins. 
He was a younp man of thirty, well 
educated 
and 
evideutly 
sonietlflng 


above the common, and there were 
rumors that hla father was a wealthy 
Xew Yorker and that the son had en- 
tered the army because of a quarrel 
between them. 1 repeat that we saw 
a change in him. and pretty soon It 
came to us that he hud fallen in love 
with Miss Bell at first sight. 


Miss Bell had been at the fort about 


a month when the Sioux on the reser- 
vation began to make trouble, and the 
Indian police reported that a number 
of them had broken away and were 
marauding in the foothills. Such sto- 
ries were always afloat, and no cre- 
dence was given them until some deed 
of violence had been committed. It 
had been planned by half a dozen of- 
ficers and their wives to hold a picnic 
at the falls of Buffalo river, and so 
Sergeant Larkius and the same half 
dozen of us were again detailed. 
It 


was twelve miles to the falls, and the 
picnickers were loaded into two am- 
bulances. 
There were five officers, 


seven ladies and three children, and 
the escort was ordered to keep them 
in sight. 


From the first Sergeant Larkins sat 


apart from us arkTfcemed moody and 
taciturn. There was no question but 
that jealousy was at work, and he 
hadn't the strength of mind to throw it 
off and realize the situation. We had 
many a wink and laugh at his expense, 
and yet we felt to pity him. We had 
been told to go up for the empty bas- 
kets at 4 o'clock, and the hour bad 
Just gone 2 when a fusillade of revol- 
ver shots, followed by the warwhoops 
of Indians, jumped every man to his 
feet Ten seconds later we were fol- 
lowing the sergeant up the gorge, and 
In five minutes we came upon the wo- 
men and children hidden away among 
the rocks and stricken with terror. A 
quarter of an hour before the five offi- 
cers bad oangbt eight of a cub bear on 
the other side of the falls. They had 
gone up stream a few rods and crossed 
on a log. but the shots we beard had 
not been fired at the cab. A band of 
twenty or more renegades who were 
hiding In the foothills had discovered 
the picnickers half an hour before 
and were planning a wipeont of every 
sonl when the officers move*. They 
played right Into the hands of the red 
men. 
In their chase after the cub 


they left the falls half .a mile behind, 
and as they came slowly back they 
found the Indians confronting them. 
There was but one course—to make a 
dash for it—and it wa« gallantly done. 
The Indians were too strong and too 
well posted, however. 
A lieutenant 


was dropped dead In bis tracks and a 
major and a captain wounded. 


The first move on our part, seeing 


that the women and children were 
safe, was to secure cover behind the 
bowlders and open fire on the Indians. 
They had counted on a sure thing, and 
their yells of race when they knew of 
our presence were lood and long. We 
had them between two rtres. and yet 
so we!) were they sheltered that they 
had no means of knowing that they 
had only two unbounded men In front 
of thwn. armed with ^revolvers. The 
Cornell lu!ti us about the officers going 
away In a body: put although there 
had been severe firing, we hoped none 
of them had been hit After we bad 
fired three or four rounds apiece the 
oergeant called out to know bow It 
was with the officers. The major an- 
swered, giving the names of the killed 
and wonnded. Three of the five were 
'»eliin<l the same bowlder and could use 
their revolvers. It was a cnrloiw no- 
-ition In which the three parties were 
placed, but as the Indians were In 
<uoh a stnms force they could defend 
Jlieir front nnd rear at the same time. 
!f wp left cover to cross the creek we 
would be exposed to certain death. If 
they left cover t" attack the camp we 
had only tn *h<xtt then down. What 
we feared wa« th;it th»jr would wt out 
•?f tlii» irap by d-i«hin* npnn the ofll-

"VET WRITES 


OF OLD FLAG 


David 
Davis 
of 
Conesville, 


member of 
the 
"Fighting 
76th" 


has received a letter from 
David 


M. Scott, Commander of Camp Jones 
317, United Confederate 
Veterans 


at Salem, Ala., in reference to the 
regimental 
banner 
01 the 
76t"h 


Regiment which is to be returned 
to the survivors of the 
regiment 


within a short time. 


It is suggested that the 76th boys 


send a committee to the 
general 


reunion at Jacksonville, 
Fla., in 


April and May of this year, where 
the banner will be returned 
with 


fitting ceremony. 


Mr. Davis forwarded the letter to 


Marion Chrisman of Newark, presi- 
dent of the 76th organization. The 
letter from Mr. Scott follows: 


David Davis, Conesville, Ohio. 
My Dear Sir and Comrade: 
Your interesting letter of Decem- 


ber 26th was received on yesterday 
and was read with a great deal of 
interest. You have the facts down 
exactly right as to the date and cir- 
cumstances surrounding the capture 
of this flag. Your regiment was no 
doubt before me on many occasions 
from Chicamauga down to Atlanta 
and in fights from Dalton to Atlanta, 
but I do not remember anything par- 
ticularly about the capture of the 
76th Ohio state flag, but I remem- 
ber- what good fighters the 
loth 


Army Corps were. 
Yes, I remember how we used to 


meet between the lines and transact 
business of "reciprocity", as I have 
swapped many a plus of 
tobacco 


for good old genuine coffee, which 
was a rare luxury with the "John- 
nies" at the front and even with 
the home folks in the rear, as our 
coffee consisted of corn bread and 
crust and parched corn mostly. 


It is the purpose of our Camp to 


have this flag returned to the sur- 
vivors of the 76th Ohio with some 
.ceremony fitting the occasion, and I 
suggested to Governor Cox that it 
would be a lesson of patriotism and 
show that the war Is over with the 
men who sm«lled gun powder at the 
front of the battle. We "Johnnie " 
are back in the Union and we are 
lust as loyal to the star* and stripes 
as we were to the stars and bars in 
the '60s. 


'As an- illustration of this fact, re- 


centlv one of our "unreconstructed" 
members, who is not a regular at- 
tendant at our Camp meetings, at- 
tended a meeting and rose in his 
seat addressing the 
Commander, 
stating that he felt that he was back 
in the Union orce more and was 
thoroughly "reconstructed", and of- 
fered a resolution that our 
Camn 


buy a fine United States fla« and 
have it hung in our hall by the side 
of our Confederate flag, and 
this 


resolution was adopted 
by unani- 


mous vote, and we now sit under 
the stars and stripes at our meet- 
ings as well as the Confederate fla«. 


I will be glad if you will take up 


the matter and ca narrange for the 
return of this flag to the survivors 
of the 7«th Ohio Volunteers and let 
It he a feature at our general Re- 
union to h« held at 
Jacksonville. 


Florida the later part of April and 
the nrrt of May n»xt. 


The flag was captured by 1st Ar- 


kansas Infantry of Claiborne's Di- 
vision, Warden's Corps, Confederate 
States Army In front 
of 
Taylor's 


Ridre. Ringgold Gap. Oa.. and no 
doubt much valuable blood wax spill- 
ed and splendid live* lost in this 
engagement. 


I have written to the Commander 


of the Arkansas Division of Conf»»d- 
eratP Veterans notifying him that I 
would be glad for him to select * 
^ommittw fro mthe flrst Arkar^ 
n-giment <o attend the coming Re- 
union and,have them nre**-Tit it to 
the survivors of the "fitli Ohio, and 
I will he stlad to have your coowt 
tioti to this end. t have estaWlst' 
the idertHy of tlie flau thoroughly 
through the war department and the 
dale of it* rapture and by whom rai>- 
tnred, and you have identified your- 
««0f tlioronghlv a* bftng a memb 
of the gallant regiment, and I would 
be Klad if you could be one of the 


committee to meet us at the Re- 
union and receive this flag. 


The reason it has not been return- 
before is it was in the possession 


of Colonel Roy, who was a member 
of General Hardee's staff during the 
war and he removed 
to 
France 


many years ago, leaving the two 
captured flags in the hand of his 
attorney in Selma, and it was pre- 
served as a relic for more than fifty 
years. Colonel Roy recently died in 
Paris and his widow requested Mr. 
Satterfield, their attorney to turn, 
the flags over to our 
Camp and 


have them returned to the proper 
custodian. 
I have them carefully 
preserved 


in a fire proof building, 
as I am 


Postmaster at Selma and they will 
be carefully preserved and I shall

Only by the "leave 
to print" method could all the mem- 
bers get their views in the Record.

woman suffrage proposition in the 
house, which just now is the demand 
of the suffragists for a commitiee on 
woman suffrage. "Why not give it 
to "em?" asked one Democratic mem- 
ber of prominence.

peas, both raised in large quantities.^ 
and all of the clovers. 


Virginia wheat has long had the 


preference of skilled 
millers, 
be- 


ause of the richer flavor it is allow- 
ed to attain by reason of the long 
growing season. An excellent grade 
of wheat is raised in the 
foothills 


and in the valleys, and intelligent 
farming brings crops of from twenty 
to forty bushels per acre. 


Limestone, used as a soil invigora- 


tor. is shipped in at an extremely low 
rate. 


With its natural resources for suc- 


cessful agriculture, and its" wonder- 
ful store of historic association* and 
beautiful scenery.
